E are forry that we fhould have eccafion to publiſh ſuck 

F Acconnt of things, in the open View of all, who may 

read the following Account, er hear of it, that may be 
eccaſien of Grief to many, eſpecially who had better Thoughts of 
ſome here-away, than the ſaid Accaunt doth give of them; and it is 
too probable, the Enemy es of Truth and of all true Religion, will 
ſeek to take Advantage there>from, and think themſelves greatly gra- 
Tified thereby, ſo as to rejoyce the more in their Iniquity, and glory 
ever the ſincers Lovers and Profefſors of Truth. But as on the one 
hand, we hare been deeply afflicted with ſorro to find ſome ſo highly 

etending to Truth, and to the inward and immediate Teachings 
and Leadings of the Spirit of Truth, which they have greatly profeſ- 
ſed, and ſome of them have preached for ſeme Years, ſo very igno- 
rant and unſound in ſome of the chief and Fundamental Principles 
of the Chriftien Faith and DoFrine, and ſo reſelute and confident in 
ir Ignorance and Error, that they have from time to time refuſed 
aid rejected good and ſeafonable Information, and means of Inſtru- 
on, that have been in love held forth unto them, partly in publick 
Teſtimonies, —_— — — Meetings and Conferences. 30 
after our great and deep àffſiction of Sorrow on their account, and 
for the ſake of many ſimple People that owned them as Miniſters of 
Chriſt, whom we ſaw to be greatly hurt, blinded and darkened with

Meeting: — 4 — theſe Differences, and even at Monetiy 
Meetings, they have been fo bol as to reſiſt found Doctrine, and ſhow 
their Unbelief; and the Nature of our Meetings being ſuck, eſpeciall 
our Monetlily Meetings, that too many come to them and tit in ther 
hearing all things there ſaid, that are not qualified, either with Chri- 
tian Knowledge or Prudence, or indeed with humane Diſcretion, as 
men, to conceal things that arWnot always ſeaſonable to be publiſhed, 
inſomuch that ſcarce any thing hath been faid or done in a Montkly 
Meeting for a long time paſt, but it is ſoon atter publickly known: 
And we deſire to reverence. the Providence of God, and to acknow- 
his powerful Hand, Wiſdom and Goodneſs, and great faithful- 
$ in this Diſcovery; for we are well ſatisfied it is far better that 
- the hidden things of E/«» be ſearched and found out, than to remain 
hid; r when Achas had Tranſgrefſed in the Camp of /ſr act, and had 
hid the accurſed thing,:he Anger of the Lord was kindled againſt them 
until he was difcovered, and judgment executed againſt him. And 
ſeeing it is ſo, that: many evil and hurtful Opinions, that are as 
. ylonons Weeds, have had too much place among us, but have ſo 
etly lurked under Ground, and yet have brought forth bad Fruit 
@ above Ground; fur it is the Nature of Errors in Doctrine, to produce 
Errors of Practice, and evil Converſation of Life, that we did not 
know that ſuch bad Fruits did fpring from ſuch bad Principles of Do- 
Qtrire that were held by them, but we did rather impure them to ſome 
other Cauſe, than to Ignorance or Error in Judgment. We have 
great cauſo to rejoyce and bleſs God that his Light hath made this 
Liſcovery among us; for the Light diſcovereth Darknels, as well of 
Error and Unbelief, in relation to Doctrine, as in matters of bad 
Gonverſation ; and we are fully perſwaded, that it is an jpfallible fig 
of that approaching Glory of Gods bleſſed Day that is more abundant- 
ly to be revealed among us, and in us, which many of our faithful 
Friends have fore-told, as nigh at hand, and all the faithful have much 
longed and waited for, and continnally pray for. And it will have a 
' ſervice to bring many to Truth, that have ſtood at a diſtance, becauls 
of Offences and Stumbling Blocks that have been laid in their way,,; 
through the Ignorance of many, eſpecially who have profeſſed tha 
Truth with us, after ſome ſort, but have not received the true and 
found Knowledge of it;; and too many that have preſumed _—_— 
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ud pray in our Meetings, their way both of preaching and praying 
+ hith been very offenſive c many tender - hearted people, by their pre- 
- randing greatly to the Spirits Leading and Moving, when they have 
er preiſed very unſound and unſavoury words, and have greatly dif- 
covered their uns xillfullneſs in the Ayſtery of Curil, both out wardly 
25 he came in the Fleſh, dyed and roſe again, and is aſcended, and the 
great benefit of his outward Coming to men, as ſo known and belie- 
ved by them, and as inwardly revealed; fo that many who have come 
to our Meetings have been as a hungery Child that greatly needed the 
Breaſt, and thirſted for the ſincere Milk of the Word, having heard a 
great Noiſe of it, but when they came to ſuck they did not find that 
which anſwered their d<lirr, and went away diſ-ſatisfied, . and the 
Breaſt it ſelf was ſo daubed over with what was unpleaſant to them, 
as Muſtard or Chimney Sout is to the Mouth or Talte of a ſucking 
Child. But God having ſo ordered it by his great Love, that by his 
marvelfons Providence diſcovering theſe things, that hath been a long 
and great hurt and hinverance to the prevailing of Truth among us, 
and cafilng his Light to ſpring up more clearly among vs, that Chritt 
and the Faith of him, both without us and within us, is lincerely and 
power fully = hed by ſome of Gods railing up among us, more 
clearly and fully than many have fermerly known, although the Do- 
Arine is the ſame in matter and ſubſtance, that the molt faithful and 
fundeft Friends and Brethren have all along held from the beginning; 
and we are infallibly aſſured, this preſent Exerciſe that is at preſent 
b heavy and grievous to many honeſt hearted: for want of a through 
diſcerning and underftanding the Mind and Counſel of God therein, 
and his bleſſed Purpoſe, for the Advancement of his Truth ſhall greatly 
rend to their Comfort in due Time, and to the Comfort of many, to 
raiſe them up to give Glory to God, with high Praifes in their Hearts 
amd Mouthes, for what he hath begun to do, and will finiſh and perfect 
in his own time, for the Exaltation of his own Name, and the Name 
of his dear Son, that the Myſtery of him, even that great Myſtery of 
Codlinef, which is CH ift come in the Fleſh, and God manifeſt in the HI. ſh, 
even in that Boayof Fleſh, through Dearh ro reconcile us unto God, with 
ide bleſſed Effects and Fruits of it, inwardly witneſſed by the Revela- 
tion of him in us, may be yet more gleriouſly revealed, that the Souls 
— of many may be affected with the ſame, and overcome 
ewith, to love him, and live to him, who dyed for them, and roſe 


again, 


again, and to leve God, and live to God threngh him, in all hay. 
Obedience, whe gave him freely unto them. And though the Adver- 
ſaries of Truth may for a ſmall time rejoyee a little, and ſeem to be 
gratified and ſtrengt kened in their Enmity againſt I ruth, and the fin- 
ceie Lovets and Profeſſors of it, ſo as even to ſeem to glory over them, 
yet after a little time their joy will be turned into forrow, and their 
gieat glorying and ſeeming gratifyings, into Diſcontents and Fret- 
tings, when they ſhall be made to ſee and acknowledge the Hand of 
the Lord in ail theſe things (to their great Amazement and Diſap- 
pointment) for the good of all that love him, and the Exaltation of 
his Name, and promoting Truth and Righteouſneſs in the Earth, that 
kis Kingdom may come in greater Power and Glory, and his Will may 

be done on Earth, as it is in Heaven. And as for all ſuch who are, by 
a faite Spirit, acted to Prophecy falſe things concerning us (and to 
pronounce Woes againſt — and our preſent Work and Teſtimony, 
2s if both it and we ſhonld fal and come to nothing (as ſome have done) 
our Faith and Truſt is in God, and eur Dependanee and Relyance 
is on him, whoſe we are, and whom we ſerve, and for whoſe Glory 
and Honour we are zealoally concerned in this prefent Service, with 
true Humility of Mind, and carneſt Prayer unte God, that he wil 
preſerve and ſtrengthen us to the end, and make our Almond Rods 
do bud and bloſſom, while others that reſiſt the Truth of our Teſti. 
mony will wither , for of a Truth, God is with us, and on our ſide, 
whoſe bleſſed Power and Preſence we feel, to encourage and ſtrengthen 
us; and therefore let ſuch who gain-ſay the Truth of our Teſtimony, . 
and from a raſh, head-ſtrong and wilfull Spirit, make eppolition te . 
the ſame, take heed what they do, leſt they be found Fighters againſt * 
God (for what is ef Cod will ſtand, let ever ſe many high and bold 
pretenders to that which they are not real Poſſeſſurs, contradict it) 
and leſt that be fullfiiled concerning them, that is written, At, 13. 41. 
Behold, ye Deſpifers, and wonder aud periſh, jor I work, a Work in your 
Day:, « Merk which ye ſhall in mo wiſc believe, though 4 man declare is - 
wnto you, compar'd with Hab. 1. ye. . 

And further, the falſe Reports and Rumors that are already ſpread = 
abroad conecrning- us, by many, laying all fanlt upon us of this pre- 
Int Breach and Divilion, and {oading,: not only as, but the-Truth- it 
{elf with many falſe and bitter Aſpertions, Reſtections and Calomnies, 
wil be cauſe enough (we hope, to all impartial People to whoſe hands 
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- als ſhall come) to ben juſt Apology to us, for the Vindication ef 
Fr oth, and the lincere Doctrine of Chrift, that is greatly reviled in 
divers great aud weighty particulars, - particularly the Do-trine of 
' Ghrwdts being in Heaven in the true Nature of Man, and Subſtance of the 
Seed of Abraham «nd David, which be rock, of the gin, according to 
' which he is called rhe Seed 8; the Woman that ſhould bruiſe the Head o, the 
Serpent, and which was promiſed to man immediately after the Fall, 
and the Faith of him and in him, as fuch, its being neceflary to our 
rj elt Fuftificaticn and Salvation: His Cen ing agam and Appearing 
without we to judge the Quick and the Dead, in the appointed Time the 
approacheth; and the Keſurreition of he Dead, and Day of Judgment, 
when all Mankind ſhall fand before the Son of Man; it is dreadfal and 
atoniſhing to think what Vomit and Filth ſome of late have caft ous 
2gaink theſe precious Doctrines and Teſtimonies ef Truth, ' ſome 
calling them Hopery, ſome Preſbyterian and Bepriſts Principles; but we 
muſt not reject all that either Fi,, or Auden, or Bapiiſt» pro- 
feſs in words, and which our Charity obligeth vs to judge, that ſome 
among them reaily and ſincerely believe, as that thei e is one God and 
ore Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and one holy Spirit, and many other good and 
wholſon parts of Curiſtian Doltrine; but the greater is the Shame, 
and the Offence and ſtumbling Block is the greater,in the way of many, 
dhat divers plain and firft Principles of Chriſts Doctrine, owned by af 
' Eoriſtendom, or at leaſt, for the moſt part, ſhould be eicher denyed ar 
queſtioned by any among us, that make ſo higu Pretences te the Spirit 
of Chriſt, and yet are ſo ignorant of the Doctrine of Chriſt, whereas 
oe Spirit of Chriſt leadeth all who have it, to believe and own Chriſts 
Doctrine, and henourably and werthily to eſteem of it, and the true 
Witneſſes of it, where ever it is preached, 
And conserning chriß', Coming and Appear ance without , even the 
Man Chriſt Jeſus, in his glorifed Nature and Body, that is not the 
Godhead, but the Temple of it, in the Time appointed, that is nearer 
at hand than many are aware of, which will be very dreadful ta all the 
Workers of Iniquity, and eſpecially to all Vnbe lie vers that de not believe 
that he will ever ſo appear, although the Scripture Teſtimony is very 
fall and plain thereto, and will be very refreſhing and full of Comfort 
80 all that believe in him, and be ieve and wait for him, that he will ſs 
appears and that the time haſleneth, We Warn all, not to make light

ration here at Philadelphia. 


He firſt Cauſe. of the Seperation betwixt them and os, wa 
this, That at a Monethly Meeting kcld at Fhiladelphia the 
' 29th of the 11th Moneth laſt, 1. — having epenly in the 
fcc ot the Meeting accuſed G. X. for denying. the Sfficiency of the 
Light, and promiſing to bring A. E vidence the next Monethiy Meeting, or 
then that be would achpowledge he had done æmiß; And at the next Mo- 
nethly Meeting being required to give hisEvidenoe, he brought / 
who was known to be a prejudiced Perſon againſt G. X. and ſo could 
no ſefficient Evidence agianſt him, beſides that, divers were preſent 
at the place and Time, where and when W-—— alledged he heard G. K. 
dem the Saſſictency. of the Light, . that cleared him, Iba: they heard 
bim lo h then and as all oceaſiams, that he delivered bu Mind on that Subje# 
always bear Teſtimony to the Sufficiency of the. Light to Salvation. And 
at the ſaid Meeting, being the 26th of the- 2 Moneth, 7—— havin 
id in the Meeting, (in anſwer to a Queftion put to him by 6. x3 h 
That he bad not learned. that Lifſ-8, whether vos Body of Chrift that w 
nailed to the Croſs, crucified, buried, roſe and aſcended, &. was the God. 
bead, or ſome-what that Chriſt took of the Virgin, At Fhich alany were 
greatly oſſended to 6nd him ſo ignorant, hat ing. been fe long a prea- 
cher. And after guck diſcouſe about theſe matters, the Meeting did 
adjourn with unanimons Confer t of them that ſtaid, . which was the 
fir greatet part, and alſo with the conſent, of- I. himſelf. and 
theſe who went away before the adjour ning of. iv, faid nothing againſt 
ie, nor wag tlie Meet ini under d io. be baokgpo beſore the ad 


ment 
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| ment, only ſome few did go away, it being cold Weather, and grows 
ing dark; the adjourning of the ſaid Monethly Meeting was to the 
next day about the eighth hour, at which time they met in the c le 
houſe, where the Meeting uſed to be kept at times in the Winter 
Seaſon. And after much diſcourſe concerning T— in the ſaid es- 
ting, he being required to prove his Charge, and to condemn his great 
. Ignorance and Unbelief; but refuling to do either (though he ſaid 

publickly in the Meeting, I he dia not pro ve bis Charge againſt the 
tt Monetuly Meeting, he would ackrowledge his Error, and yet did 
neither) and going away from the Merting, the Friends of the Mce- 
ting (ſome that were preſent that were not in the profeſſion of Truth, 

removing at the deſire of Friends) did give a unanimous Judgment 
concerniig 7 —— A true Copy whereof hereafter foloweth. And 
the ſaid Judgment be ing deſired by Friends that gave it to be recorded 
in the Monethly Meeting Book, at the next Quarterly Meeting, that 
happened within a few dayes after, a Patty in the Meeting did witk- 
ſtand it, and deny d them that gave the Judgment to bea tiue Monthly 

Meeting, and 2 — their Judgment was void. Aud by this it 

plainly appearcth, the Breach was on their ſide; for there is no Equity 

or Reaſon why they having denyed us to be a Meeting, that we ſhould 
own them, ſeeing we weft really a Meeting, lawfully adjourned, con- 
ſiſting of at leaſt Sixty Perſons, moſt of which uſed to keep Month- 


3 and owned te be Friends in the ſame Profeſlion withe 
m. | 


And at the ſame Monethly Meeting on the ſixth Day, W an 
antient Preacher, having renewed his former Aceuſation againſt G. &. 
chai gii g him openly in the face of the Meeting, I bat he preached T70 
Cbriſta, becauſe he preached Faith in Chriſt within, and in Coriſt with. : 
, Cc. and on the next day, at the Meeting adjourned, he being ſent 
for by the Meeting, to make his Charge good, or elſe condemn his 
Ignorance and Error, but he refufing to come, the Meeting did allo 
give a uygnimous Judgment concerning him (not one diflenting in 
either e ade nents, only one or two ſignify ing their not through- 
ly und ing the caſe, declared their unclearneſ but {id nothing 
ag 1 the true Copy whereof doth alſo hereafter follow. And 
this Judgment alſo given by the Meeting, being refuſed by a Party in 


the Quarterly Meetirg to let it be entred in the Monethly Meeting 


Book, gave u juſt Offquce, becauſe in ſo doing tliey refuſed us to be 2

ed in our Conſciences, by the Spirit of Trgth, was juſt. Judgment

dily grant, That a true Chriſtian Aſſembly hath a poſitive Power of 
Judgment, when met together in his Name, and that he is preſent is 
the midſt of them, and is felt and witneſled to guide them in true 
Jndgment. Kut we all know, that it is poſſible at times, that Parti- 
ality, and Prejudice, and Annimeſities may prevail in Meetings, that 
may pretend to meet in the Name of Chriſt, ard alſo to have him 
preſent in the midſt of them, and yet where ſuch thirgs prevail, Chriſt 
is not in the midſt known to give true judgment, or to guide men to 
give it, as Friends Letter to us fiom Lenden expreſly declareth. And 
therefore we judge, T hat N abſelute Submiſſion ſhould be required of 
any Member to the Judgment of thet Society he belongeth unto in 
a matter of Truth or (hriſt ian Docti ine, or wherein the Conſcience, 
is corcerned; for it is time enough to ſubmit to the Judgment of Bre- 
tłien, when a man hath heard it, and has brought it to the Ballance 
and.

or eight Perſons, that we know were his oppolite Parties (and had 
been mainly inſtrumental at former Meetings. about a Year ago, 
and at the time of the Yearly Meeting, to hinder Juſtice to be 
done, and true judgment to be paſt concerning bringing #/—— 
to Cc nviction and Condemnation of his Error) That sf they would 
te 0ut, be would go out alſo, but they who were his manifeſt oppaiite 
Parties, and had manifeitly appeared from time to time. to excuſe 
and defend and blame G. X. for his ſaund Coriftian Doctrine 
that he hath preachgd among us, refuling to go forth, we are ſatisfied 
G. K. did well not te go forth, ſo as to ſuomit to the judgment of theſe 
men, who had ſufficiently ſhown their Partiality ag1ink him, and iom 
of which had unjuitly accuſed him, as can be well prove.l. Belides, 
things being ducly conſidered, there was no reaſon that G. X. thould 
have gone forth, either at that Meeting or any other, for C. K. was 
no other wiſe concerned in that Difference with i and 1 — than 
all faithfal Friends, and the whole Meeting ought to have been con- 
cerned, to wit, to defend one of the greateſt Principles o, the Cmiſt ian 
Faith, viz. That the Man Chriſt Jeſus who was crucified, aid riſe rrom 
the Dead, and is now in being, And That Faith in him u neceſſary to make 
men true Chriſtians, And therefore not G. X. alone, nor principally, 
bur Chriſt himſelf, and all his faithfull Followers are concerned in the 
Game; and in none of thefe Meeting was any Charge of any Treſpaſs 
proved againſt G. X. nor ſo much as brought under the Conlideration 
of the Body of the Meeting, only one or two particular Perſons faſly 
accuſed him, but the thing was never brought to any due Tryal. And 
here let it be noted, That both the Meeting of Friends of the Miniſtry 
at K. E's refuling to anſwer . K*s Complaint againſt the diſhonour 
done ta Chriſt Jefus, that W— was guilty of, ſo as to bi ing him to 
any Conviction or Condemnation of his Error, and alto the Mectings 
at the Houſe of S. C. and A. A. at the time of the Yearly Meet ing, 
wholly netzlecting te bring the ſaid i to Conviſtion and Condem. 
nation of his Trror, altho” at the laſt of ſix Meetings it was declared, 
Tha G. R Doftrine concerning Curiũ within and Chriſt without to be One 
Lord Yeſme Chriff, wai true, and that there fare W— was blame worthy, 
and yet after a] rhis wp; pu in his falſe Charge againſt G. &. 
and hark ber greatly cxcuſed and fopparted þy many, that his — 
ls 
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given fuch deep ground of effcnce, to all of us, with other thing 
cencurring, that becauſe to this day nothing kath been done (it being 
now above a Year ſince complaint was made againſt / ) by thefe 
the other fide, who meet in a Seperation from us, either to bring . 
or 1 — to Condemnation, but ſuffer them to continue to preach and 

ray in their Meetings; therefore we do juſtly judge, That the whole 
Meeting that meet in a Seperation from us, that owneth theſe men & 
tollexateth them in their great Errors and Trepaſles, are guilty with 
chem, and accountable tor their Errors; and therefore according 10 
Chrilts command recorded in the holy Scripture, we ought to be ſe pe- 
rate from them, altho' (as bath been ſufficiently proved) they began 
the Seperatian, and they having hegun it, we cannot in Conici nce 
unite in Mzetings with them here at Philadelphia, until they give avile 
faction to Truth in theſe weighty things. 


The Second Cauſe of the Seperation (which alſo we lay at their door) 
is, That wherezs in the Monthly Meeting in the firſt Month lait, a 
Fropolition being made to change the Meetings, both at the Centre & 
in the Town, and ſome being for the ſaid Change, and others againſt 
it, and having good Reaſons why they were againſt the ſaid Change, 
yet a Party in the Meeting, contrary to our declared find and aſſent, 
aſſumed a Power ever then that diſſented, to change the ſaid Meetings; 

a thing we have not known formerly allowed by Friends any where in 
thcir monthly meetings, that one Party (ſuppoſe equal or greater in | 
Number than the reit) ſhould aſſume a Power to appoint or chauge 
Places and Times of Meetings without the Confent of their Brethren, . 
for things, of that Nxtute eſpecially, uſe always to be done with una- 
Ainz2us Conſent, and not by Plurality of Votes, which is not the way 
of Truth ; and becauſe we were not free to ſtand to the Arbitrary ang 
Raſh Determination, as to that Change, therefore we met gt the ordi- 
nary Meeting-place,. as formerly practiſed, and they began the Sepe- 
ration, in keeping a Publick Meeting in the after-noon at the Bank, 

| contrary to our declared ſenſe and mind, only ſome of us met at à pri- 

| vate Family meeting in the Evening, at che. Houſe of 6. x. that could 
be counted no feperate Meeting for that day. And afterwards, e 
finding they were reſolred ra continue in their way of Seperatien, and 
that ſome dad endeavoured 0c lock us out from meeting at the Bank in 
Us. Lore-n00n; this pus us- pon ſecking à dei place to meet . 1Þ 
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cafe we kad been diſappointed of the other; and tho” ſome of us did 
declare our ſincere intention and ſenſe, that it were good but to have 
ons publick Meeting on firſt Days, to end about the ſecond hour, and 
che remaing part to be aſed for private Meetings in Families, yet their 
keeping up their publick After-noons meeting, hath given. us juſt 
occaſion at preſent to have a Publick After- noons Meeting as well as 
they, for we hope they ſhall not have any cauſe to ſay againſt us, that 
we are ſhort of them in our Zeal for good Meet ings. 

Things being thus far advanced, and the Seperation being begun, 
and carried on ſo far by them, and juſtly chargeable upon them, 1me 
of them having defired us to make ſome Propoſals, or Expedients for 
healing the Breach, and uniting again as formerly, after ſome time we 
ſent ſome Propoſals to them, that we were ſatisfied in our Coniciencss 
were moſt equal and juſt, and ſuch as the Truth required of us; but 
they are ſe far from being ſatisfied with moſt of them, that they hace 
the more blamed us, ſome inſinuat ing as if we had tranſgreſſed tho 
Law, but we are not afraid of any ſuch thing, providing true Liberty 
of Conſcience, according to the juſt and dus bounds ot it, be allowed 
to us; and fer our part, we are fe well ſavisfied that all our Propoſals 
to them (in that Paper ſigned by fiftcen of u.) are juſt and equal, 
that if they pleaſe, we ſhall freely conſent to their Printing of them. 
Fhe ſum of which Propoſals doth principally conſiſt in theſe two 
things, 1ſt, That all ſxch of the Miniſtry among them, whom we can prove 
guilty of preaching falſe Doctrine, or of falſly accuſing the Innocent, or ex- 
e«fing and de feuding the Guilty, and contending againſt ſome ſound Prine 
ciples of Truth, in Mcetings appointed for hearing theſe Differences, . ay 
be brought to Conviltion and Acknowledgment of their Error and Treſpaſſes 
And 2dly, Seeing (by « marvelous Providence that hathi diſcovered it) tna 
our Monthly Meetings bere-away bave conſiſted of a mixt Number of ſore 
Believers and ſome Unbelievers, or of ſome men unſound in te Chriſtian 
Paith, that we agree together to put Robert Barclay's Doctrine (well ap- 
proved of by be beit vs Friends in England, and particularly by G. F. 
and G. W.] inte Praftice, in his Book called, The Anarchy of the 
Ranters, Oc. ſee F.4. p· 32,33. & $6. p. 43,49. which is, To declare 
dur Faith and Perſwa on in certain Fundamem al Doftrines of the Chriſtian 
Faith and Religion, that by the ſame, 41 well a1 by a good Life and Convire 
ſation, it may be known who are qualified to be members of our Church; and 
hat very one owned robe omenleref ear Church, declare WERE Por 
| 1 
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fwafton in every one of theſe Frndamentals, which is a fecondary Bend o- 
eur Union, the Spirit being the principal, which may be eaſily done by anſwer 
ing to ſome plain Queſtions, with Yea or Nay. | 


And now, a Third & main Reaſon that we give for this Seperation, 
well warranted both by Scriptnre Teſtimony, ard command of Chriit 
recorded in Scripture, and the truth of it ſealed —— by the Spirit 


of Truth in our hearts, that whereas there are divers of them guilty of 
mot Cres and nc hriſt tan Errors againſt the Fundamental Loctrines of 
the Cirift ian Faith, who are puolick Preachers among them, and who's 
Miniftry they fit under, and tome encourage tuem, others toueraie 
and ſuffer them; and that others ev en of their Preachers are gunty of 
other groſs Errors, and other Treſpailes that render them altogether 
unqualified for the Miniſtry, and to uphold or tollerate tuem is to 
bring Reproach te Truth and ow holy Profeſſion, and to the bod, of 
our faithful Friends, wick all whom we remain in dear Unity in ail 
parts of the World, hoping that faithful Friends and Brethren thay 
| have an impai tial acceunt and information of us, and do rightly and 
duely conſider and examine the Righteouſneſs of our Cauſe, wiil en- 
tourte us therein, to the Diſappointment of ſuck who affirm the con- 
trary, but we being principally ſupported & encouraged by the Spirit 
of Truth in our hearts, that as ſuch men immediately guilty of t heſe 
vile Errors, ſome of which noProteſft ent Chriſtian Society would tolerate, 
neither Ep1/copal, Preſbyterian nor Baptift, are to be turned away and 
ſeperated fiom ; ſo that Society is to be turned away from, whoever 
the / be, that doth uphold or tollerate them, and bring them not to 
due Conviction and Condemnation, after due and ſufficient notice is 
given unto them, as there hath been for a long time, from one Mee- 
ting to another, as concerning ſome of them, now many Months ſince 
aſt, and nothing done effectually to bring them to any Conviction, 
Far that it ſeemeth they are refolved ſtill to ſuppert or tollerate tnem.

g. oſs Perverſions of Scripture, to the Obſervation of many who ane 
but of weak underſtanding, and ſome of them have been detected of 
ſcard3lou> Converſatior, and have not given any convincing Evidence 
of their true Repentance, and that there hath been too much forbear- 
ance uſ-d. by ſame toward ſuch, for their hardnizg und emboldning . 
themſelves againft the Truth and faithful Friends and brethren, — |
